MORPHiA RAID. IN 1 [ENTSI]\. 
TURNOVER OF $45,000 A MONTH. 


The British Municipal Police at Tient-| 
sin effected recently a mont su aful 
morphia raid. Acting undér the ‘instrtic-'| 
tion of Captain’ Oldham, the Police 
Superintendent, Inspector Lawless, ac- 
companied by the Chinese Inspector ‘and | 
two other Chinese membora of the force, 
entered 2 house and discovered a manu: 
factory of morphia pills, which, accord: 
ing to statements of the Chincso 
arrested, did -business which, on the 
rate of output, would aggregato 
$45,000 a month. Apparently, says’ the 
P. and TL. Times, the factory had beon 
actually at work for but a little time, 
certainly lesa ‘than a month. The build- 
ing chosen for this nefarious business con- 
sista of two stories, with three rooms an 
and. three upstairs. 
There are many large houses in the im- 
‘mediate neighbourhood - inhabited’ by 
wealthy Chinese, and in order to prevent 
any knowledge of what was ) assing insids 
the premises, the owners had skilful:y 
boar up all the indows. When Ins- 
pector Lawless entered, three men were 
actually engaged in the making of the 


-| pills in the kitchen downstairs. Leaving 


theas men in charge of his subordinates. 
Inspector Lawlésg proceeded to the first 
floor, where he found.two mep, who are 
believed to be two of the principals of the 
enterprise, asleep. Around them were all 
sorts of paraphernalia for the mixing of 
the drugs of which the pills are composed. 
Altogether cight mon were captured, two 
of whom-were released, the. remmainder 
being bailed out in substantial sums. 

A considerable amount of varivus para- 
phernalia such a8 is used by an apothe- 
cary was seized,’ in addition to gront 
quantities of morphia, quinine, cocaine- 
heroin, sugar of ‘milk, strychnine, etc., 
most of them mixed, If is not neoessiry to, 
cnuinorate all the various descriptiuns 0: 
utensils seized. They included _pall-size 
chemists’ , receptacles for round, 
ing tho pills, mortars for mixing 
the drugs, a mask for'the use of the 
chomist when handling the drugs, ete, 

Thousands of ‘pills, some finished -and 
tho rest awaiting a sugar coating, were 
seized. The finished pills were neatly 
packed in cotton bags, each of which con- 
tained about $50 worth. re were

This 
was declined. with the remark that if, by 
Saturday afternpon at six o'clock, the 
‘armistice had not been prolunged, he 
would forthwith give orders to the troops 
that tho. wholy of the armistice would 
come to an end at five am, on Monday.

SHIP’S OFFICER'S LAPSE 


A Court of Inqniry composed uf Com- 
roander O. W. Beckwith, R.N.  Oresi- 
dent), Licut.-Com. PB, V. Kilgour, R.N., 
H.M.8. Tamar; Mr. A. J) Hailey, mas- 
ter, 8.8. Montcayle; and Mr. G. Buyers, 
master ss, Aashing, was held at the 


Marino Court, yesterday, to investigate 
a charge of neglect of duty brought 
against E, High, second officer of the 
Chun Sang, by Mr. 0, J. Mattock, mas- 
ter_of the samo vesse) 

The master. of the Chan Sang said that 
the vessel left Singapore at about 5.30 
pm ‘on March 2ist, bound for Hong- 

ong. At obont 4.16 p.m., he went on 
to the bridge, and noticed a number of 
fishing-boat Lights close by. The boate 
were blowing their horns loudly and he 
had to port iis helm to clear them. 
‘second officer was alone on the bridge in 
charge of the ship, and witness foun 
him asleep in the corner of the bridge. 

Jalling ‘the Chief Officer and the Chief 
Engineer, he asked them to ‘“‘have a 
took at him.” The second officer con- 
tinued to slcep till 9.30 p.m., when he 
awoke, and, seeing the master, com- 
monced to walk to and fro, 

Commdr. Beckwith: How long has he 
been with you?—Mr. Mattock: About 
two-and-n-half yoars, and, during that 
time, he has been constantly drunk, both 
in port and at sea. 

mmdr, Beckwith asked if the man 
had been found asleep, while on duty, 
before.—Mr, Mattock: A similar 
occurred in October, 1917, for which log 
is produced, when I found him fast 
alee on the bridge, while in charge of 
the ship. 

Commdr. Beckwith: What steps did 
you take when you! discovered the breich 
of duty on March 2ist!—Mr. Mattock : 
When ] got to Hongkong, I reported the 
case at the Harbour Office, and asked 
for a Marine Court- 

The Chiof Engineer, Mr. TP. A. Peter- 
gon, corroborated the mastor’s evidenco. 

The Chief Officer, Waltor Booker, said 
that he wae in chargo of the Chun Sang 
from 6 to 8 p.m., on March 2ist, and was 
relieved by the second officer al 8 p.m. 

Commdrt. Beckwith: Was he sober_when 
he: took over duticst—The Chief Officer 
replied that he could not exactly say,

and reported to the master various altera. 
tions of course. Betweon 8.20 and 8.30 

Mu, the Captain called him on to the 

ridge, and there he saw the sccond offi- 
cer lying close up: against the rail, fast 
asleep, with -his head. pillowed on his 
hands, The Cuptain asked him what he 
thought of such conduct, and witness 
replied that “the second was a menace

The defendant, in answer to a gues 
tion from Commdr, Beckwith, said ho 
had nothing to’ say in palliation of his 
conduct. :

their livelihood unless they have been 
ivyen a careful and sound education in 
coping with the requigements of the 
time. 

“Tho necessity for such a ‘school has 
become yet more apparent since tho 
founding of the Hongkong University, 
where, as in tho case of all universities, 
the cducation' accorded its pupils is of a 
much higher standard than -that taught 
‘im “preparatory schools ‘and | colleges. 
. .. . The great majority of the 
Catholics in thia Colony are not in a 
pecuniary position to send their children 
university, and. they also 
profer that their children should be given 
a compete education in a purely Catholic

DETECLION OF SPIES. 
INTELLIGENCE WORK IN THE 
WAR. 


Buwe of the secrets of the Secret Ser- 
vice of the war are disclosed in a fare- 
well message issued by Brigadicr-Gen- 
eral George B. Cockerill, OB, ‘to the 
Staff of the late Directorate of Special 
Intelligence."’ 1s seems right, says Bri- 
gadier General Cockerill, now to lift the 
Veil a liltle and indicate in brotd out- 
line what has beeu accomplished by the 
staff's unilagging, though often extremely 
irksome, work. ‘Phe message styes 

The Directorate of Special intelligence 


grew from smal] beginnings. When the 


Rar Woke out it consisted of three Gen- 
eral Staff officers (all of whom at once 
joined the staff of the British Expedition. 
ary Force) and a special bureau of four 
officers, Which in the five years ‘preceding 
the war had been instrumental in tracing 
and exposing many of the activitier of 
the German Secret Serviec in this coun- 
try and in bringing a number of ite 
agents to trial. ne 

‘Ay wou ns war was secu to be ‘inevil- 
able, a scheme for the censorship of Bri- 
tish cables was pul into operation. _ These 
tWo  RUIVICOR= VIZ, the contra-espionage 
service and the cable ecnsorship--were 
placed under the direction uf the same 
officer (iy predecessor), because they 
were designed ty safeguard our naval 
and ainilitary seerees and to discover those 
of the enemy, and every new organisation 
intended ty assist in defeating the 
enemy's spy syslun naturally came under 
his control, When J succeeded him in 
September, 1914, he was engaged in creat 
ing the postal censorship, and later the 
permit and port euntrol services were 
inaugurited. 

The Directorate actually numbars to- 
day over 6,000 persons: Ji is, in point 
uf mere size, the sixth largest deparunent 
of the Government. But 50 silently and 
unobtrusively has it worked that its very 
existence ‘is almest unknown to the gen- 
eral public. 

AGAINBT ENEMY SPIES. 

The deteetion and conviction of enemy 
spics bas been your primary business. Lt 
is satisfactory to note that. in most cases 
the arrest. of the spy has followed quick- 
ly_upon his entry into this country, 

You have been, in point of fact, the, 
chief agency in preventing the leakage 
of naval and military information., To 
mention but a few instances of your suc- 
cess, the withdrawal from Gallipoli, the 
construction of tanks, the preparations 
for the offensive at Cambrai, and also for 
the recent counter-offensives which 
destroyed the German’ armies, were all 
known to numbers of people in this coun- 
try, but were concealed from the enemy. 
Phere is, 1 am informed on the best, 
authority, no evidence that enemy sub- 
marines have ever received information 
of the departure of shipping from Bri- 
tish ports. 

Thanks largely to your efforts, no act 
of destruction or incendiarism has: been 
committed by enemy agents in this conn- 
try.. This is the more yanarkable when 
the number of enemy aliens at large is 
eqnsidered. 

 BLOGKADE WOK WORTH MILLIONS. | 

You have obtained information of in- 
calenlable value to the Naval Intelli- 
gence, the Militar, Intelligence, and 
the War Trade Intelligenve Departments. 
In the opinion of the Minister of 
Blockade, your work has contributed in 
a very large degree to the satisfactory 
working of the blocksde, and, so far as 
the suppression of enemy: trade is con- 
cerned, the information provided by you 
has been the most valuable acquired from 
any source during the war 3 0 meang 
of detecting enemy merchandise carried 
as neutral goods in teutral ships. . 

It will interest you to know that in 
practically every case of contraband 
which has been or is about to be brought 
before the’ Prize Court the evidence ‘on 
which the Crown relies ‘has been furnished

£30,000,000 sterling. You have, more- 
over, sbopped cnemy remittances to the 
valuy of about £70,000,000 sterling, and 
you have completely destroyed the 
epeiny’s oversea communications, so far 
as they were vulnerable. 

Through your essential assistance in 
preventing speculative transactions in 
raw materials, controlling prices and 
estimating available supplies of vital war 
commodities, you have saved the country 
vast sums, amounting, in the case of o 
single transaction, to £1,600,000, and at 
a moderate estimate, approximating in 
the aggregate to £200, 000,000, Even more 
profitable than the- monetary value of 
your services in this connection has been 
the elimination of epeculative contractors 
fron Allied business and the consequent 
seourity that war material ordered would 
be forthcoming on the due date. 

You have proved the chief and, in many 
cases, the only executive instrument for 
the enforcement of regulations that were 
vital to the defence of the realm.
